n^HE lodiaos throughout Kamas had be- 
come so troublesome la 1868 that a 
general uprising threatened all along 
the Border, so General Sheridan went West 
to personally direct operations. He took up 
his headquarters at Fort Hayes, where youog 
'"Buffalo Bill" Cody had applied for a posi- 
tion as military scout. Sheridan, familiar 
with Cody's qualiiications, immediately ac- 
cepted the applicant and he was assigned to 
£ort Lamed. 

Shortly afterward it became necessary to 
send dispatches from Fort Hayes to Fort 
Dodge. Ninety-ftve miles of country lay 
between, and every mile of it was danger- 
ous ground. Fort Dodge was surroundeU 
by Indians, and three scouts had lately been 
killed while trying to get messages through, 
but Cody's confidence in himself or his 
destiny was unshakable^ and he volunteered 
to take the dispatches as far, at least, as 
the hostile redskins would permit him. 

'"It's a dangerous undertaking," warned 
General Sheridan, *'but it is imperative that 
the dispatches should go through^ so if 
you're willing to risk it, take the best horse 



you can hnd^ and the sooner you start the 
better I'll appreciate it." 

But to the courier's chagrin, there wasn't 
a single horse available, and he was com- 
pelled to select his mount trom among the 
mules. For blundering stupidity, hostile 
obstinacy, and just plain ornery cussedness, 
the army mule stands in a cl?ss by itself. 
Cody realized there were few mules in gov- 
ernment service worth their salt, but he suc- 
cumbed to the inevitable, picked out what 
seemed to him the most enterprising mouse- 
colored beast in the bunch znd started on 
his way. 

When night fell he proceeded along the 
trail warily. Suddenly a distant light 
flashed into view, but before he could check 
his mount it had vanished. He rode back 
a few paces and the hj^ht reippeared. Evi- 
dently it was visible through some narrow 
opening, and the matter called for investiga- 
tion. Buffalo Bill dismounted, tethered his 
beast and crept forward. 

After he had covered considerable dis- 
tance he found himself between two sand- 
hills, the opening leading into a little bol* 



fo"^ mClijQ' wnich wetc a la^ge number of 
Indians camped around a 6rc whose light 

he had followed. 

The investigator's positioa was somewhat 
precarious^ as, without a doubt, an Indian 
sentinel was posted la the pass; yet it was" 
his duty, as nc understood it^ to obtain a 
measur^^ly accurate estimate of the number 
of wairicHS in the l^^and. Himself a very 
Indian io stealth, he drew near the camp- 
fife, when suddenly there rang out upon 
the night air, not a rifle shot, but the un- 
earthly biayin^ of his mule, . • • 

EVEN la daylight, amid scenes of 
peace and trani^ullity^ the voice of a 
roulc falls short of the not enclianting music 
of the bagpipe- At night in the wilderness^ 
when every nerve Is keyed to snapping 
^int, the amorphous sound is little short 
of appalling, 

-During the' ensuing excitement the scout 
held his ground tilt he had made a good 
guess at the number of braves io the party, 
then he bolted for his mount. Hurling im* 
prccations at the mule while lashing it un- 
.mercifully by way of revenge for the inop- 
'portune braying, the pair melted into the 
night while the yelping savages unsuccess- 
sfully reconnoitered the locality. 

Fort Dodge was finally reached, the dis- 
patches delivered and a count of the Indians 
given, after which Cody retired to his..bunk. 
When he awplce, he was assured by John 
'Austin, chief of scouts at Dodg^ that his 
coming through unharmed from Fort Hayes 
was little short of a miracle. He was also 
informed that a journey to his own head* 
quarters. Fort Larned, would be even more 
ticklish, as the hostiles were especially thick 
in that direction. But the officer in charge 
at Dodge desired to send severaL messages 
to Larned and as none of the other scouts 
were willing to take them, Cody volunteered 
his services. 

"Lamed's my headquarters," Cody an- 
nounced, ''and I roust go there any way;
